Wages 
for the proposed new SERA jobs 
have been set at from $24 to 
$36 a month, but from. the am- 
ount appropriated there will in 
all likelihood not be more than 
1500 jobs, if the program is to 
begin at all. Thus far no one 
has yet been notified to report 
for work. 

Chas. Wollenberg, relief direc- 
tor, announced that he submitted 
6500 names of heads of families 
of four or more who are on re- 
lief rolls. From this will be pick- 
ed a list for what few jobs are 
available. All those on. relief 
were told not to register as they 
are automatically on the list. 
But despite the ridiculously small 
wage, thousands who are not 
yet on relief crowded at the re- 
gistration offices which opened 
today, although there isn’t the 
slightest chance for them, even 
according to announcement by 
W. B. Jenkins, assistant relief 
administrator.

NEW YORK.CITY, N. Y., Apr. 30,-—In many of the large 
centers of the country the workers are denied the central parks, 
or permits for parades on May Day, but preparations are going on 
anyway. In New York, Union Square was granted to the Com- 
munists, when collusion between the Socialist Party and the City 
sovernment to keep the Communists out was exposed. : 

In Birmingham, the permit for a demonstration granted a 
week ago was revoked.

Editorial Column 
The Only Workers’ State Ticket 


_ May 6th will be an important date in the history of the 
California workers. On that day a mass convention in San Fran- 
cisco will nominate, for the first time, a workers state ticket. 


Altho the convention is arranged by the Communist Election 
Campaign Committee, and the candidates will run on the Com- 
munist ticket, it will represent a much wider circle than the units 
of the Communist Party.

It will be the 
beginning of a drive to counter all the schemes and political frauds 
that the bosses advance, in their effort to divert the toiling masses 
from the path of struggle. The campaign more than any other 
factor should build the united front for the needs of the workers 
and small farmers. 

The capitalist rulers are well aware of the increased radicali- 
zation among the masses. They are planning their cleverest tricks 
for the coming election. They do not entirely rely on Governor 
Rolph who is now generally discredited, a symbol of the worst 
reaction, a lyncher and for vigilante terror against the workers. 
The latest to be advanced by the bosses as candidate for Governor, 
is George Creel. Creel who is known in California for his role in 
introducing the NRA into the state, and all the wage slashes and 
speed-ups that it carries with it, is an old servant of the ruling 
class. He was publicity manager during Wilson’s war campaign. 
As chairman of the Committee on Public Information, he engineered 
the war hysteria propaganda. He was most intimately connected 
with the inner circles of the Morgan-controlled administration. 
Besides this, Creel was police commissioner in Denver. ; 

Upton Sinclair, is charged with the miserable role of utilizing 
his long-standing membership in the Socialist Party, to present 
himself as a “workers candidate”. just long enough to prevent 
many who are getting radicalized from lining up behind the 
workers ticket. Many are kept under the illusion that he “has a 
chance” —— but he will not even get through the primary. His 
supperters are really being led to Creel’s camp. As Creel, Sinclair 
was also a war jingo. 

The Socialist Party, which nominated an ex-preacher, Demp- 
ster, is devoid of any vitality, as most of its active elements have 
now joined the Communist Party. Its leaders are doing everything 
in their power to prevent a United Front with the Communist 
Party on the basis of the burning issues that face the workers. 

In opposition to such candidates, the workers of California 
will name from their own ranks those who have been tried in the 
fire of struggle—have led the agricultural strikes, the hunger 
marches, and the fight against fascist terror. Their platform 
will arise out of the needs of the workers and small farmers. 

The convention should be given full support by all whose 
interests demand a struggle against control by the bankers, land- 
lords, and capitalists.

The strike flared up with 
very little preparation of camp or ranch committees, a relief ap- 
paratus, and sufficient agitation among the workers that a union 
must be maintained if.gains are to be kept. sn eo “! 
striking. most growers offered gains, some as much as hs 
order to have their peas picked. THE WORKERS RETURNED 
WITHOUT REALIZING THAT THEY MUST MAINTAIN THEIR 
UNION ORGANIZATION IN EVERY CAMP. Consequently the 
gains were taken away from them after one or two days. The 
workers were not made to realize that merely holding a card in 
their pockets does not force concessions from the growers. 

Preparing for self defense, and insisting on that right, may be 
very distasteful to the Examiner and the growers, but it is pre- 
cisely what the workers must do to establish the right to organize.
